first newspaper west of the Mississip­ 
pi river. 
In this little hut, built 
by Roubi- 
doux, a pioneer settler, a young man 
with no money but with ideals, pull­ 
ed a lever of an old Ramage 
screw 
press, dampened a sheet of paper no 
bigger than a page of foolscap, and 
lifted fro n rth e press, the initial copy 
of a newspaper destined to be a mold- 
er of public opinion for longer than 
a century. 
The paper was the Mis­ 
souri Gazette. 
The young man was 
Joseph Charles.s. 
The day was July 
12, 1808. 
When the Missouri 
Gazette, 
the 
first paper in the present 
state 
of 
Missouri, enjoyed a little prosperity 
two rooms were occupied. 
In one of 
these Jacob Hinkle, who cfid the type­ 
setting and printing work, lived with 
his family. 
Charles was a man of vision. 
He 
saw the sacredness of the profession 
which guarded and nurtured what he 
called the “vestal fire”. 
His was 
a 
tiny flame, but he sensed the import­ 
ance of its being attended by the pro­ 
per hands. 
He said, “The most pure 
hands officiating for the whole 
com­ 
munity should be incessantly employ­ 
ed in keeping it alive”. 
Some 
of 
the 
guardians of 
this 
flame were men whose personalities 
stand out like monumental milestones 
by the side of the road that leads up 
to the journalism of today. 
Associat­ 
ed with the Missouri Gazete are thq 
names of 
Edward 
Charles, Nathan 
Paschall, 
A. 
B. 
Chambers, George 
Knapp and John Knapp. 
These were 
men who believed that 
the 
saving 
grace in a newspaper, as in man, 
is 
moral fiber. 
The 
Missouri 
Gazette has 
been 
known under eight different 
names 
from the time of its birth 
until its 
absorption 
by the St. Louis Globe- 
Democrat in 1921. The Missouri Ga­ 
zette was changed into the Louisiana 
Gazete. then the Missouri Gazette and 
Illinois Advertiser 
after 
which 
it 
again was called the Missouri 
Ga­ 
zette. 
Following this change it was 
named the Missouri Gazette and Pub­ 
lic Advertiser then the Missouri Re­ 
publican, and »St. 
Iamis 
Republican, 
and lastly the St. Louis Republic. 
That 
the 
Missouri 
Gazette was 
more than a mere newspaper champ­ 
ioning the cause of one political par­ 
ty; the moneyed organ of a corpora­ 
tion, or the weapon of one man 
is 
evidenced by its more than a century 
of achievement and service. 
It saw 
three foreign wars, 
one 
Civil War, 
two fires, periods of stress that tried 
the soul of the men who kept the faith 
of its founder. 
Our nation was in its infancy when 
the Missouri Gazete was born. It was 
not 
yetpossessed 
of a 
self-consci­ 
ousness that conies 
in 
adolescence. 
The constitution was an 
experiment, 
the War of 1812 was yet to be fought, 
the Mexican War was undreamed of 
and the seeds for the Civil War had 
not yet taken root. 
Joseph Charless learned 
his 
Re­ 
publicanism through risking 
his life 
in the fight for these 
principles 
in 
Ireland in 1795. When Charless work­ 
ed as a printer in Philadelphia, 
the 
city made famous by the father 
of 
American printing

journalism, 
his fellow workers mispronounced his
